thereto, The Board also called for a list ot 
the Ickin stations, with the names, places of 
residence, and length of service, of the vari- 
ous officers connected with these stations. 
Those returns were to be furnished, aniiually 
with a statement of receipts and expendi- 
ture. Instructions having been issued in 
this sense by the. memorialist, the central 
lekin  oftice hai now furnished him ‘with a 
reply to some of the criticisms indul ed in 
by the Censor. Tho Censor states that at 
Hein Yeh, Shih Ku, Yi Chow, Téng Chow, 
and Chu Usien-chén, there used to be 
neither Customs stations nor lekin collec- 
torates, and that barriers havo. recently
